To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1910.

(a)  The  general  health  of  the  district  is  maintained  at  a high 
standard,  and  compares  favourably  with  surrounding  districts. 
Cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  considerably  less  than  the 
average  for  the  past  five  years,  being  only  eight  in  all,  and  comprising 
5 of  Scarlet  Fever  and  3 of  Diphtheria. 


(6)  The  district  has  been  systematically  inspected  by  your 
Nuisance  Inspector  and  myself  through  the  year,  and  a special  inquiry 
instituted  as  the  result  of  a report  of  a nuisance  at  Hall  Lane  at  the 
premises  occupied  and  owned  by  Mr.  Fred  Purkiss,  and  in  connection 
with  which  inquiry  I submitted  a report  to  you  on  Nov.  qth,  1910, 
to  the  effect  that  the  nuisance  arose  from  defective  drainage  arrange- 
ments in  connection  with  the  property  of  Mr.  F.  Purkiss. 

There  are  throughout  the  district  many  old  rubble  drains  which 
should  be  replaced  by  sanitary  piping. 

(c)  Your  Nuisance  Inspector  reports  to  me  that  he  periodically 
inspects  the  district  apart  from  those  visits  he  undertakes  along  with 
me.  There  has  been  only  one  nuisance  reported  to  him  this  year, 
and  that  is  the  one  in  connection  with  Hall  Lane. 

(d)  The  production  and  sale  of  nnlk  in  the  district  is  in  a similar 
state  to  what  it  has  been  in  past  years.  There  are  four  farmers  kept 
on  the  register  of  Cowkeepers  who  sell  milk  out  of  the  district. 

Although  the  premises  on  which  the  cows  are  kept  and  the 
method  of  dealing  with  the  milk  and  milk-vessels  are  generally  very 
rough,  1 have  no  reason  to  think  that  the  quality  or  cleanliness  of 
the  milk  is  not  up  to  a good  standard. 

(e)  The  food  supply  of  the  district  is  wholesome,  and  in  the 
main  purchased  from  shops  that  are  not  in  the  district. 

(/)  The  water  supply  of  the  district  has  been  good  and  plentiful 
during  the  past  year.  There  are  several  standpipes  in  the  lower 
parts  of  Hoylandswaine,  and  the  rest  of  the  district  is  supplied  by 
shallow  wells  and  springs. 

(g)  No  complaint  has  been  made  as  to  pollution  of  any  river  or 
stream  by  sewage  from  this  district. 

(h)  The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  in  the  district  are  of 
a primitive  kind,  and  on  account  of  the  scattered  grouping  of  the 
houses  over  a large  area,  the  establishment  of  a sewage  farm  would 


be  very  costly,  considering  the  rateable  value  of  the  land  and 
buildings  in  the  district. 

(i  j ) Each  group  of  houses  deals  with  its  own  sewage  by  irriga- 
tion on  the  land.  Ashpit  middens  are  universal  throughout  the 
district.  The  scavenging  is  let  by  contract  to  farmers,  who  deposit 
the  night-soil  on  the  land  as  tillage. 

(k)  In  regard  to  housing  accommodation,  I have  to  report  that 
the  group  of  cottages  at  Greenside  owned  by  Mr.  Laycock,  of  Black- 
pool, are  in  my  opinion  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  a closing 
order  should  be  made  against  them. 

The  group  of  cottages  at  Haigh  Head  owned  by  Mr.  J.  S.  H. 
Fullerton,  are  in  a damp  and  insanitary  state,  and  urgently  need 
attention  if  their  occupation  is  to  be  continued. 

The  group  of  wooden  huts  at  Hoyland  Moor  used  for  the  manu- 
facture of  fog-signals  have  been  inspected  and  are  in  an  efficient 
sanitary  condition.
